A toast of two continents since she first 
came to America, with Beatrice Lillie 
and Jack Buchanan in ‘“Charlot’s Re- 
vue” in 1924, Gertrude Lawrence like 
Eliza Doolittle, had humble _ begin- 
nings, in Clapham, England, a district 
almost as cockney as Shaw’s heroine’s. 
When the Irish dramatist was writing 
“Pygmalion” in 1912, Miss Lawrence 
was a child dancer in pantomimes in 
the English provinces. Her first London 
role, in 1916, was as principal dancer 
and understudy to the star of a revue 
called “Some.” Other revues found her 
star steadily ascending under the aegis 
of Andre Charlot.

wins wrote for her; then “Candlelight,”

“Susan and God” she delighted Broad- 
way for two seasons. Then during the 
summer of 1939, she tried out Samson 
Raphaelson’s “Skylark” at the Cape 
Playhouse. It was during this engage- 
ment that she met Richard Aldrich, 
producer and mangaer of the Play-

When George Bernard Shaw’s “Pyg- 
malion” was recorded for posterity 
through the talking picture medium a 
few years ago, its creator spoke a genial 
word to his new public, the vast film 
audience. “I wrote this play thirty 
years ago,” said the bearded sage of 
English letters who is now in his nine- 
tieth year, “and it was fifty years ahead 
of time. You are just beginning to 
catch up with me.” 


“Pygmalion” seems truly as fresh and 
delightful as though it were penned 
yesterday, probably more so. 


Conceived as the witty Irishman’s 
criticism of the way the English people 
mistreat their own language, and a 
first-rate poke at nouveau-riche snob- 
bery and fine manners, the play was 
written in 1912. Its very first produc- 


tion was in a German translation in .

Berlin, in 1913, long before the guns of 
World War I were primed for combat. 


Subtitled “A romance,” it was an 
unabashed love letter to the late Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell, one of the celebrated 
beauties and fiery actresses of the 
English stage, and it was Mrs. Pat and 
Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree who co- 
starred in the original English produc- 
tion, at Tree’s His Majesty’s Theatre, 
London, on April 11, 1914. Philip Meri- 
vale played Colonel Pickering and Ed- 
mund Gurney was Doolittle. 


As abroad, the first American produc- 
tion was in German, at the Deutsches 
Theatre, Irving Place, New York, on 
April 6, 1914, under the direction of 
Rudolf Christians, father of the noted 
actress Mady Christians. Charlotte 
Krauss and Heinrich Marlow played 
the leading roles.

The first American performance in 
English was the Tree production, with 
Mrs. Pat and Philip Merivale now play- 
ing Henry Higgins, at the Park Thea- 
tre, Columbus Circle, New York, on 
October 12, 1914. The English produc- 
tion, forced to cut short a successful 
run abroad by the outbreak of war and 
the closing of many theatres, was trans- 
planted with great success, and later 
toured. 


The last important revival of “Pyg- 
malion,” before Theatre Incorporated, 
the new non-profit and tax - exempt 
producing firm, put on its version this 
past season, was sponsored by the Thea- 
tre Guild, as the second production of 
its ninth season, at the Guild Theatre,

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Gregory Peck Returns to the Theatre and The Cape Playhouse Next Week 


Gregory Peck will return to the stage and 
the Cape Playhouse next week when he stars 
in J. M. Synge’s “The Playboy of the Western 


World.” This engagement will mark Mr. 
Peck’s only appearance at any summer theatre 
this year. 


He will assume the role of Christopher 
Mahon in the Synge comedy, written in 1907 
and considered by no less an authority than 
George Jean Nathan “‘a classic of the modern 
world theatre.’’ 

Playing opposite Mr. Peck will be June 
Walker, as the Widow Quin, Louis Hector as 
Mr. Mahon, and Beatrice Straight, as Pegeen 
Mike, Christy Mahon’s romantic vis-a-vis. 


Peck last appeared at the Cape Palyhouse 
during the summer of 1942, when as an un- 
known he played the scatterbrained ballet 
teacher of “You Can’t Take It With You” 


whose favorite expression (“Confidentially, it 
stinks!’’) added a popular idiom to American 
speech. Peck’s talented performances in an 
assortment of roles at the Cape Playhouse 
resulted in his being cast for Irwin Shaw’s 
“Sons and Soldiers,’ which reached Broad- 
way early in 1943 and consequently lead to 
his discovery by Hollywood, where he was 
seen in the films “Keys of the Kingdom,” 
“Valley of Decision” and “Spellbound.” 


Gregory Peck in “The Playboy of the 
Western World” becomes the second bill in 
the Cape Playhouse’s 1946 season of famous 
stars in famous plays, celebrating the thea- 
tre’s 20th anniversary year. Other stars who 
will be appearing at the Playhouse this season 
will include Grant Mitchell, Taylor Holmes 
and Gladys Cooper.
